WASHINGTON. — Nearly 700 
military families will benefit on 
household goods money if a bill 
apprpved this week by the House 
Armed Services Committee passes 
the full Congress. H. R. 2121 af- 
fects 680 persons transferred over- 
seas before a household goods 
poundage limitation was placed in 
the 1953 military spending law. 

For example, some families took

NCO Prestige 


UNIVERSITY, Miss.: Recent let- 
ters on “Prestige of the NCO” have 
been read by me with little more 
than disgust. It seems that all these 
poor NCOs with 10 to 14 years of 
service are now chucking it all and 
quitting because they don’t have 
prestige commensurate with their 
rank. Will they have prestige in 
civilian life where competition for 
it is about 20 times as great? 

The majority of these men are 
capable soldiers and satisfactory 
noncoms but only satisfactory, or 
else they would be directing their 
efforts toward the problem of 
prestige instead of abandoning it 
altogether. 

--I am a Regular with permanent 
rank and 14 years in service and, 
foolish as it may sound to some, I 
have a backsided view of this man’s 
Army. In simple form it is: “What 
can I do for the Army?” 

“As long as a non-commissioned 
officer feels that the service owes 
him something or that he should 
be GIVEN anything by the service, 
he will never acquire his precious 
prestige. 

It is difficult but not impossible 
to acquire prestige on your own 
account. It will come from personal 
accomplishments,. personal pride, 
and. personal integrity and not 
from commanding officers. Do your 
job to the best of your ability and 
don’t complain too much about it. 
And NEVER complain about it to 
your subordinates, for they are the 
key that unlocks the door of pres- 
tige for you. It is from your subor- 
dinates that you must command 
admiration, it is your subordinates 
whom you must influence to fulfill 
the meaning of the word prestige.

Fort Bragg PFC who speaks eight 
languages fluently and has more 
than a nodding acquaintance with 
three others. In the same issue you 
ran a feature article on Redstone 
Arsenal, playing up the number of 
men with Ph.D.’s there—who are 
usually PFCs. Very good for the 
Army, at least, temporarily. 

But the Army wonders why it 
can’t keep good men. Can’t the 
military establishment understand 
that in this modern Army there are 
two specific branches of service? 
They are: the highly technical 
skills and the combat arms with 
support units. 

When a man is given responsibil- 
ity in an electronics project or 
guided missile program, he is tak- 


or'| ing on a big load. But the pay and 


position are not commensurate 
with the work. 

In my particular field, 1 feel that 
my job is of vital interest to the 
Army. Yet the turnover in person- 
nel here is tremendous. Green men 
are constantly replacing skilled 
men and, in the process, hold the 
whole project down. 

It is fantastic the way the Army 
cries constantly for special tech- 
nicians, and then when they get 
‘them treat them as peasants. 

I maintain the greatest respect 
for leaders and men of the combat 
arms, for they really deserve re- 
spect. However, in my position 
as a technician I seem to command 
little respect—not even from my 
bosses! 

Certain functions would best be 
divorced from the, Army proper 
and delegated to a civilian or civil- 
ian-type of -organization. This 
would enable technicians to devote

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WEITING of the proper course to,be followed in dealing | 
with a deféated people, Niccolo Machiavelli arrived | ‘ 
- (some four-and-a-half centuries ago) at a grim conclusion: 


“They must either be destroyed, 
er conciliated by benefits. Any 
other course will be useless; and 
above all, half meastres should 
be avoided, these being most dan- 
gerous—as was proved by the Sam- 
nites, who, when they had hemmed 
the Romans in between the Cau- 
dine forks, disregarded the advice 
of an old man, who counselled 
them either to let the Romans de- 
part honorably, or to kill them all. 

“But by taking the middle 
course of disarming them and 
obliging them to pass under a 
yoke, they let them depart with 
shame and rage in their hearts: 
so that the Samnites soon after 
found, to their cost, how salutery 
the old man’s advice had been, 
which they had adopted.” 


The policies adopted toward 
Germany and Japan and the re- 
sults that have followed during the 
past forty years are eloquent tes- 
timony to the wisdom of Mactliia- 
velli’s reasoning. After World War 
I, the Allied powers did toward 
the Germans exactly what the Sam- 
nites did toward the defeated Ro- 
mans. 

” * - 

WE DISARMED them and ob- 
liged them “to pass under a yoke, 
departing with shame and rage: in 
their hearts.” And we certainly 
were not long in discovering, to 
our cost,: how -injurious was the 
course which we had adopted. 

The policy of “unconditional 

surrender” which became the 
guiding spirit of our attitude 
toward Germany during the clos- 
ing months of World War Il, and 
which unnecessarily prolonged 
the war and cost so heavily in 
unnecessary casualties and econ- 
omic destruction, was cut from 
the same piece of cloth. - It would 
have made sense only if the 
people of the Allied countries 
were determined to destroy 
Germany as a great power and 
reduce her to permanent vassal- 
age, imposed hy perpetual 
armies of occupation—something 
on the order of the Morgenthau 
plan. 


But this was clearly not within 
the range of measures which could 
be brought within the scope of. 
the public conscience, either in 


this country or in Britain, 


So once again we adopted the 
dangerous course of half-measures: 





because it was less influenced by 
Soviet views, which simply means 
that the Soviets were not allowed 
to exploit their own purposes in 
Japan as they were in Germany. 

aa * * 

IN BOTH cases, however, we 
are learning—the hard way; as 
usual—the inescapable fact that 
there is no half-way point betweér 
making war and making peace. 
When an enemy has been defeat- 
ed, he can be destroyed as the 
Romans destroyed Carthage; if not, 
then generosity is the only hope 
of future peace. The object of 
war is the restoration of peace on 
terms more satisfactory than exist- 
ed previously. 

In these times, a free nation 
whose policy is controlled by a 
public opinion having its root in 
a religious faith and a political 
morality which do not permit the 
infliction of a Carthaginian peace 
on any people, can assume no 
other course than generosity to 
the vanquished. 


IT IS the duty of the states- 
man to restrain and conciliate any 
temporary fever of public indigna- 
tion which may cause a flurry of 
demands for vengeful action, eith- 
er against the defeated nation as 
a whole, or against certain indivi- 
duals. This will not last, and if 
translated into hasty action will 
produce an inevitable reaction. 


We learned this lesson once, 
after our own Civil War, when 
there was a strong political fac- 
tion which called for treating 
the Southern States as “con- 
quered provinces”—to the ex- 
tent that this policy was pur- 
sued, the scars of reconstruc- 
tion have been the longer in 
healing. 


Now, as we face the stern 
necessity of rearming Germany 
and Japan and drawing them into 
the association of nations which 
seek to oppose the common enemy 
of all civilized progress, Soviet 
Communism, we may well reflect 
on the wisdom of MachiaVelli’s 
warning against the futility of 
half-measures. 

We are paying a heavy price 
for fumbling and hesitation, but 
perhaps this time we are not 
too late to avoid the full penal- 
ties which the Samnites suffered 
long ago. 

We must hope that the rage

FORT HOOD, Tex.—The re- 
cently. concluded test exercise 
of the ist Armd.

The battalion processed more 
than 2000 replacements to take 
the place of men tagged 
“killed,” “wounded” or “miss- 
ing” by the roving umpires.

“If the offense committed by the 
military personnel is plain drunk- 
enness or ° disorderly conduct, 
whether or not accompanied by 
drunkenness, unless injury or an- 
moyance to person or property of 
a civilian is involved, the military 
personnel will be turned over im- 
mediately to the provost marshal, 
or his representative, and the 
necessary disciplinary action foleen 
by military authorities. 

“If the offense committed by the 
military personnel is punishable as 
a felony under the laws of the 
State of Georgia and/or the City 
of Columbus or as a misdemeanor 
other than as stipulated above, the 
military personnel may be retained 
by the civil authorities for trial 
or whatever action the proper civil 
authorities deem appropriate.” 

The agreement condemns the use 
of excessive force or any form of 
brutality. It also deelares that po- 
lice officers guilty of excessive 
force or brutality, whether civil 
er military, are subject to punish- 
ment by the authority under whose

10,000th Soldier Completes

FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.— 
The Medical Training Center has 
trained its 10,000th medical soldier 
since activation of the unit at 
Brooke Army Medical Center, Brig. 
Gen. L. Holmes Ginn, Jr., com- 
mahder of the Army’s only medical 
basic training center, has an- 
nounced. 

Pvt: Robert W. Murray, the 10,- 
000th trainée, finished his training 
with two weeks at Camp Bullis, 
where trainees gain experience in 
the field, and has shipped out for 
Europe as a hospital corpsman. 

The training center receives sol- 
diers who- have completed eight 
weeks of infantry basic training 
and gives them an intensive eight- 
week course in field medical care 
and hospital ward management.

New Device Gives Germ Warning 


FREDERICK, Md, — An 
instrument which may give 
_instant warning of an enemy 
| warfare attack has been 
veloped by an Army Chemi- 

cal Corps engineer. 

The device, known as an aero- 
soloscope, was developed by Nel- 
son E. Alexander. It measures and 
¢ounts microscopic airborne germs, 
dust and moisture particles—one 
at a time—at the rate of 100 per 
second. It also will count radio- 
active particles and determine 
their size. 

Alexander foresees extensive use 
of the instrument in public health 
agencies and industry to trace the 
source of such pollutions as smog. 

“It will not only he helpful to 
scientists analyzing the contami-

AIRBORNE PARTICLES rang- 
ing in size from one micron (40 
millionths of an inch) to 64 mic- 
rons are counted and measured by 
the aerosoloscope 1000 times faster 
than by th eordinary method of 
collecting them in a medium or 
on a suitable surface and “examin- 
ing them through a microscope. 

Particle counting by aerosolo- 
scope is far more effective than 
counting with a microscope. In the 
latter process, errors are caused 
by particle instability, evaporation, 
agglomeration, and mechanical dis- 
tortion. . 

IF NECESSARY, the aerosolo- 
scope can be motified to measure 
articles smaller than the present 
imitation of one micron. 

A potentially useful adaptation 
of the new instrument would be 
a “hydrosoloscope” which would 
count and measure particles in 
liquids.

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WASHINGTON. — An ‘ex-soldier who decided the 
Army’s way of fighting with a bayonet was faulty has con- 
vinced the Marines he was right. Dr. Armond H. Seidler 
was just another draftee doing his hitch a few years back 
and he had to learn to fight with a bayonet. When he 
‘pe@ame instructor himself, his experience proved to his 
satisfaction, at least, that he was teachfng the wrong 
method, He thought the stances were all wrong. They were 
not the “natural” positions assumed in sports. All of the 


movements should be done more swiftly. Following Army 


service, Dr. Seidler returned to the University of Illinois in 


search of his Doctér of 
Philosophy degree. He got 
it in 1952 by writing a thesis 
on bayonet fighting, thereby 
developing a new system 
based on the maneuvers and 
footwork of a boxer. His 
system apparently has influ- 
enced the Marine Corps in 
making its first major im- 
provement since 1905 in the 
rifleman’s use of cold steel.

A DEFENSE Department

Center at Quantico, Va., and

“The new*system was de- 
veloped by Dr. Armond H. 
Seidler, university professor 
and onetime instructor in 
hand - to - hand combat. The 
movements are simpler to 
teach, easier to execute and 
much more in conformance 
with natural movements. 


“Pending final approval by 
the Commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, a. new training 
directive for the Seidler sys- 
tem has been prepared for 
publication.

FROM AN OBSCURE Army 
trumpet player to world-wide 
fame within a year.

“Now I must confess to you,” 
President Eisenhower told the 
group, “that I have done some- 
thing on my own r nsibility. 1 
have organized here Society of 
the Remagen Bridgehead, I have 
prepared for each of you a little 
certificate which I hope you will 
keep as of some sentimental value. 
It has nothing except to say in my 
little way to you, and through you 
to the who Armored Division 
—and all of the Army, Navy and 
Air Foree behind you that was re- 
sponsible for this thing—my per- 
sonal thanks.” 

A White House ai called 
the role. First to bé beck was 
Alex Drabik—fittingly since he 
was the first across the Rhine. The 


modest hero and said “as far as 
I’m concerned this makes you the 
first member.” 

Each of the remaining men re- 
ceived a warm handshake and Ike
